work at fair wages. We mentioned the anecdote of a man 
who, while in the House of Detention at Paddington, had 
obtained the approbation of the visiting magistrates for his 
good conduct, but was no sooner released than he was brought 
back again for some theft. When remonstrated with, his 
answer was, that in the prison he had a warm cell, a bath, 
superior food, and plenty of time to read his Bible, and so 
improve in spiritual knowledge; and that finding, when he got 
outside the walls, that, a8 an honest man, he could enjoy none 
of these advantages, and feeling a great desire to complete the 
study of the Scriptures, in which, while in prison, he had only 
got so far as St, Mark, he had committed a theft, and so 
attained his object, Under what was emphatically called the 
‘‘sweating system,'’ 4 man might work for sixteen hours a 
day, and yet not make enough to give his family and himself 
food. Every exeytion must be made to put a stop to this slop- 
shop system, It was a4 system by which the employed were 
ground to the dust, while the employers rose to fortune. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr, Mircuety, who said 
that the object which the meeting had in view was the grand 
social maxim of ‘ Live and let live’’; the righteous precept 
that the labourer was worthy of his hire. 

The Scripture, another speaker observed, forbade to muzzle 
the ox which treadeth out the corn, and further denounced a 
curse upon the oppressor. He had himself worked at Mr. 
Fougere’s, on coats for several of the nobility, the labour- 
price of which was ds,, out of which he had to pay Is. 6d, for 
trimmings, candle, &¢,; so that for twenty-six hours’ labour he 
had got 3s, 6d. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Miter said that the beneficent Creator had given suf- 
ficient for the support of every man, woman, and child on the 
face of the earth; yet we saw hundreds of thousands of our 
fellow-creatures wandering about starving in the teeth of the 
Divine purpose, Money power was the ruler of England now, 
and, unless ita sway was put an end to, the country would be 
destroyed, 

Mr, Cooper was confident that if the upper classes could be 
made thoroughly acquainted with the evils under which the 
poor suffered, and with the social and national dangers which 
those evils involved, they would themselves put an end to the 
prevailing oppressive system. 

The resolution was unanimously agreed to, 

The deputation was then appointed, to consist of the follaw- 
ing gentlemen ;—-Lord Robert Grosvenor, Lord Dudley Stuart,

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 


(From our oton Correspondent.) 

Walter Scott’s diminutive and mischievous fiend in“ The Lay of 
the Last Minstrel’ must have been borrowed, I imagine, from the 
Petit Homme of the Parisians, whose feats are even more wonderful, 

It is really most curious to observe in a crowded, excited place 
like Paris the renewal of superstition and tradition which aceom- 
panies any great public event. Some of these beliefs generated in 
the imagination of the lower orders, and brought from the moun- 
tains of Auvergne, or the forests of Lorraine, or the wild sandy 
deserts of Bretagne, whence the working orders of Paris derive 
their origin, are worthy of the rich fancy and fertile invention of 
medieval times. ‘The Petit Homme, who “has appeared” on 
occasions of popular ferment, is as familiar to every gamin as the 
story of Tom Thumb. He is said to have dropped twice upon 
Napoleon, first on his departure to join the Russian invasion, and 
then to mock him with a fiendish laugh which rose sharp and loud 
above the clarions of the guard after the Adieux of Fontainebleau. 
Many persons aver that he was seen on the terrace of St. Cloud on 
the day when Charles Dix and his family departed thence; and 
that his mocking laugh caused the poor fallen monarch to start and 
turn to the spot whence the sound came, It was thought that 
the tradition had been forgotten, as he did not appear on the occa- 
sion of the flight of Louis Philippe. But lo! the Parisians have 
had him once again, gazing with the same derisive glee upon the 
destruction of the emblems of liberty!

Mr. Butler, Medical-hall, ditto; Mr. Andrews, Dame-street, ditto. 
Englishmen and Scotchmen can prosper in Dublin, if we cannot. 
We ought to ask ourselves what we have done, or left undone, that 
produces this result? I am convinced that want of a good business 
education and training —want of being drilled into habits of 
punctuality—are the great impediments. Look to this.” 

We hope that the Young Ireland party, and the Old too, 
will look to it. Let them talk less, write less, and po more. 
We shall rejoice to find them adopting an answer, or answering 
their own question in the same manner for themselyes, In 
truth, they may rely on it that the day for fine talking and 
fine writing is over, England has sympathized with their 
wrongs of past misgovernment. .

MARRIAGE WITH A DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER. 

Something definite we presume will be accomplished before 
the session is over on this popular subject. The rights of the 
question are so peculiar, and, we may add, so delicate, that 
we have purposely abstained from taking one side or the other. 
Tt is a matter for the collective wisdom of the country to decide 
upon; and from the earnestness with which the advocates of 
such marriages publish their arguments, at their own cost, it 
would appear that the number of persons interested in its 
decision is very great. ‘The last authority quoted is Dr. 
Adler, the chief rabbi. We give an extract from his evidence 
delivered before her Majesty’s commissioners :— 

‘Such a marriage is not only not considered as forbidden 
(amongst the Jews), but it is distinctly understood to be per- 
mitted; and on this point neither divine law, nor the rabbis, nor 
historical Judaism, leave room for the least doubt; and, to the 
best of my knowledge, not a single opinion can be met with 
throughout all the rabbinical writings which would even appear 
to throw any doubt on the legality or propriety of the marriage of 


a widower with his deceased wife’s sister, and they have almost 
invariably proved happy.” 


PURE WATER FOR THE METROPOLIS, 


The pressure from without continues to force this subject on 
the attention of Parliament. The late meeting, at which the 
Lord Bishop of London presided, and amongst whose results 
was the formation of a Metropolitan Sanitary Association, has 
reviewed the whole question of metropolitan health, and 
pluced the subject in all its general bearings fully before the 
world. Another visitation of cholera finding us in our present 
unprovided state—our poor lacking the commonest con- 
veniences of life: air, light, water, drainage, &c.; and the rich 
living amongst graveyards which exhale almost as much death 
as they cover; drinking of polluted streams and breathing an 
atmosphere charged with poison effused from the unchristian 
localities of the poor—we say, another euch yisitation, 
finding us still in this state, would probably thin the ranks of 
our friends as fearfully as did the last, It gives us great 
pleasure, therefore, to learn from the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the General Board of Health that it has been adopted 
as a fundamental maxim in dealing with sanitary laws that 
the works for supplying the public with water should be under 
the same public jurisdiction, or management, with the works 
of drainage, paving, and surface draining, The board has, 
therefore, resolved :~ 

“That, apart from the merits of any particular scheme of new 
waterworks, and pending further investigations as to the practical 
means of applying the foregoing principle to the metropolis, it is 
inexpedient to sanction the investment of fresh capital in the same 
field of supply, as itis probable that the new works will have to be 
repurchased, and there can be no security that these will be ap- 
plicable to the arrangements that may be hereafter recommended.” 


There is much to be hoped from this wise resolution, which 
comes long looked for, and welcome though it comes late. 


A VOICE FROM THE SERVANTS’ HAL. 


We conclude our miscellany with a letter which we extract 
from the Times of Thursday last, It is ‘a true word said in 


jest;’’ but not the less true on that account. That families 


have been subjected to a system of extensive fraud is now made 
clear without a doubt, It will be their own fault if they sub- 
mit to the imposition any longer. And we may add that, by 
diligently guarding themselves from the repetition of the 
offence, they will both protect their own pockets and the con- 
sciences of their domestics. Meantime hear how eloquent 
Mary Habijam is on the subject of her losses and her 
‘“‘ missus”? :— ' 
“TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES, 

‘ Sir,—I want to know whether you means to make us servants 
any compensation for the injury you have doneus. First, youand 
that nasty old ‘ Paterfamilias’ (I wish he’d been further first) goes 
and upsets the butchers; then some other stupid sets to work, and 
upsets us, Well, the end of it is, the poor man always pays the 
piper. Now, till you began I had as comfortable a situation as any 
Papecernes: My wages was good, the mistress liberal, and also 
the tradesmen, I may say, all but one, and he is a nasty, beggarly 
oilman, as ought to have know’d better. What is it now ? Why 
the old lady gets hold of your Times, and goes ferreting about till 
she finds a butcher who won’t give the poor servants their proper 
fees; and he charges 6d. per lb. Qur butcher—the handsome one 
I mean—used to charge her 7jd,, and she didn’t care. Well, so 
she began, and now she ain’t left off till she changed every 
tradesman as she dealt with afore, except that scaly oil. 
man as I wanted her so much to change. And now here 
I am with nothing but my wages and the dripping, which she 
ain't up to yet. Then, again, she has got so suspicious, and she 
asks so many questions, that, instead of the prime place it was bee

AMERICAN NOVELISTS, 

WHITE JACKET, BY HERMAN MELVILLE. 

The author of ‘‘ White Jacket”’ throws away a vast deal of 
strength in endeavouring to produce effect: and in this respect he 
differs conspicuously from Cooper—who is always chaste and 
forcible, and makes the simplest elements productive of the most 
admirable results. Withthe latter, ‘ tranquillity is power’’; but with 
Herman Melville the word turgidity in lieu would be for the most 

art appropriate. Nevertheless he is original, and, in many 
instances, brilliant ; and we therefore hope that his faults of bad 
taste and redundancy may be mellowed down by time.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND

variety, thereby affording active occupation to the milliners of 
London and Paris, In the latter city the Carnival has given 
occasion to many brilliant entertainments, the most attractive 
of which was, perhaps, the ball given a few evenings ago by 
Prince Callimaki, the Turkish Ambassador. As models for 
fashionable and elegant full dress, we may describe some of 
the costumes worn at this ball.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Tue Hagur.— Prince Henry of the Netherlands is to be 
appointed by the King, Grand Duke Stadtholder of the ae duchy 
of Luxembourg. By this arrangement his Royal Highness would 
reside several months in every year in the grand duchy. 

Breruin.—TLhe town-council of Berlin having voted to Count 
Brandenbnrgh and General Wrangel the freedom of the city in 
recognition of their public services, a deputation waited on them on 
the evening of the 6thinst. (the festival of the Constitution) to 
present the vote of the municipal body. 

TURKEY.—-CONSTANSTINOPLE.—The presence of the Russian 
troops in the Danubian Principalities is a subject of constant 
uneasiness to the Porte. There are present from 35,000 to 36,000 
of the Czar’s soldiers in Wallachia and Moldavia. This is a force 
which far exceeds that which the Government of St. Petersburg 
have aright to keep in these provinces under any circumstances. 
‘The war in Hungary is now over, and order has been completely 
restored in the principalities. Mussia has, therefore, no longer a sha- 
dow of excuse for maintaining an army in that part of the Sultai’s 
dominions; yet the Emperor Nicholas, so far from showing any 
disposition to withdraw his forces, has sent a new regiment of 
pontooners into Wallachia, 

Greece.—The Austrian Government has directed its ambis: 
sador at Athens to conform his conduct to that of the Russian ambas- 
sador in the difference between Greece and England. This is sigs 
nificant enough! The Opinione of Turin of the 6th inst. states that 
the real motive of the conduct of England towards Greece was that 
the Emperor Nicholas had solicited the King of Greece to abditate 
in favour of the Duke of Leuchtenberg, his son-in-law. ‘ There is 
one fact certain,” adds the Opinione:—' Namely, that the Greeks 
are becoming every day more attached to Russia; that the latter 
maintains numerous and active agents in’ Greece, and that she is 
anxious to aggrandize the Greek kingdom both for her own purposes 
and to oppose it as a maritime and commercial power to england 
in the Meditterranean. The islands claimed by England would 
render her mistress of the whole western coast of the Morea.” The 
Levant steamer, so earnestly desired, bringing news from Greece, 
has arrived, Admiral Parker has seized seventy Greek merchant- 
men, and has carried them off to Salamis and Seri. The Pirwus, 
Salamis, and Syra are blockaded. No Greek Vessel is permitted to 
leave any of the ports of Greece, 

Unirep Srares.—Advices from New York, to the 25th ultimo 
inclusive, have arrived at Liverpool by the Queen of the West, 
Captain Hallet. She reports the arrival of the steam-ship Niagara, 
Captain Ryrie, at Halifax, on the 24th, after a pleasant run of twelve 
days. The intelligence by this arrival is not importants 


CANADA. —TuHE Disrurpances on LAKe BUPERrOh, == Tha 
Indian chiefs arrested and sent to Toronto on acedunt of their 
connection with the disturbances at the mining country on Lake 
Superior, having been shortly liberated, applied to the Government 
to defray their expenses back to the Sault Ste, Marie, but, this 
having been refused, a voluntary subscription has been set on foot 
at Toronto, for the purpose » » nding them to their homes,

INDIAMAN Lost.—Since eleven o’clock on Suviday tight another 
Violent gale from the W.S.W. has visited London and, its suburbs, 
and, up to ten o’clock on Monday night, continued with alarming 
forte, The wind-gauge at Lloyd's fully illustrated its fury, the 
pressure on the face attached to the apparatiis of the Hxchange 
being, in the cotirse of Monday evening, no less than from 121b. to 
13lb., sufficient to excite no ofditiaty uneasiness for the safety of the 
Sipping, As previously reported, many fatal wrecks happened 
even in the vicinity of the entrance of the river during the recent 
hurricane, We liave now to add a more calamitous event, viz., the 
wreck of a fine West Indiaman, and, it is feared, the loss of ull on 
board of her. On Tuesday the Sarah, Bridges master, bound from 
Jamaica for London, made the Margate-roads, and in the course of 
the forenoon was taken in tow by the Trinity steam-tug. As the 
day advanced the gale sprung up with a destructive fury unfor- 
tunately too well known. ‘The ship and the tug laboured sorely, 
and between three and four o’clock in the afternoon, when running 
through the Prince’s Channel, the towing hawser snapped asunder, 
and the ship got adrift. The tug immediately brought up, in the 
lope that the weather might moderate. ‘fhe wind, however, con- 
tinued to increase until it blew a perfect hurricane, and about 
midnight the steamer was driven from her anchorage. She lost 
cable and anchor, and was compelled to run for safety. The 
Sarah was then lost sight of, and from the tempestuous weather 
that prevailed during the following twenty-fours hours, and the 
fact that nothing has been seen of her since, although she was right 
in the track of vessels tradiig to and from the river, coupled with 
the circumstance that a quantity of West India produce has been 
Picked up in the vicinity of where she went adrift, as also pieces of 
wreck apparently of the same class of vessel, there is little doubt. 
that she perished, with all hands. Several casks of rum have been 
Seen floating about, and Mr. Cullum, the master of the General 
Steam Navigation Company’s ship Soho, reports having passed part 
of the wreck of a ship, a quantity of cocoa-nuts, and pimento casks, 
about a dozen itiiles to the eastward of the North Foreland, and 
consequently alinost in the very place the Sarah is suspected to 
lave been lost.

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many fatal accidents. The roots of the henbane, like those of the 
water-hemlock, have sometimes been eaten instead of parsneps. 
Children in the country are especially exposed to the dangers of 
this noxious weed. They frequently gather the seed-vessels and 
use them as playthings, and accidents have occurred by seeds being 
inadvertently swallowed or mixed with other eatables. Henbane is 
regarded as injurious to all aninials, with the exception of swine. 
There are, however, two insects which feed upon it. One is the 
Cimex hyoscyami, and the other a kind of beetle, which also preys 
upon the cabbage, and is called Chrysomela hyoscyami. It ‘is 
alleged that mice may be seared by strewing bits of the dried roots 
of this plant about their haunts, 

Henbane was one of the poisonous vegetables known to the 
ancients, who made frequent use of the narcotic properties of this 
and other plants.

entire work. The fugue on the words, “O sing praises,” answered 
in the second bar, and varied by two episodical su jects, is conceived 
and carried out with remarkable ability. The instrumentation of 
this anthem, allowing for the modern tendency to make too liberal 
a use of trombones, trumpets, &c., is exceedingly clear and effective, 
‘The choruses are all double choruses, sometimes written in two 
alternate choirs, sometimes in eight pure parts—an achleveinent 
demanding no less facility than knowledge. Altogether, Mr. 
Leslie’s composition does him infinite eredit, The mere attempt 
augurs a highly laudable ambition; but a success such as Mr, 
Leslie has obtained implies the possession of gifts that are atcorded 
to few, As far as the chorus was concerned, nothing could be more 
satisfactory than the execution of the anthem, but the unaccountable 
absence of the second clarinet spoiled some of the best of the 
instrumental combinations.

Description of the Plant, 

The flower is almost stalkless; the colour, a dull, pale yellow, 
inclining in the centre to a dusky red. It is marked all over with 
reticulated veins of a bluish-red tint, is funnel-shaped, and undi- 
vided at the lower end; but rotind the margin divided into five 
segments. The flowers grow on the upper part or summit of the 
branch, and they bloom from June to August. 

The fruit consists of @ seed-case or vessel about the size of a 
smallacorn. Its form is oval, somewhat larger at the lower end 
than at the upper, Itis divided into two cells, and contains several 
bean-shaped seeds of a brownish colour. The upper part of the 
seed-vessel is covered with a lid or cap, which as the seeds ripen 
becomes detached, and finally Springs off altogether; the seeds 
then fall out, A hairy integument or coating envelops the seed- 
vessel, This is the calyx, which is of one piece at the lower end, 
and at the upper is divided into five pointed segments, 

The leaves are of an unsymmetrical and irregular form, the 
edges deeply notched, and the ends of the notches running into 

oints, They are stalkless, and those growing at the top of the 
braneh or stem are sinaller and more thickly set than those on the 
lower part of the plant. They clasp the stem at the ray where 
they adhere to it. The colour on the upper side of the leaves is of 
a darker hue than that on the under, They are soft and clammy to 
the touch. : :

STAG HUNT IN THE STREETS OF LONDON. 

One of the most extraordinary sights ever witnessed in the 
crowded thoroughfares of London occurred on ‘Tuesday afternoon, 
The inhabitants of Camden-town were astonished at the incon. 
gruous appearance of a fine stag, or red deer, running at full 
speed in the direction of Somers-town, with five hounds at full cry 
at his heels, followed ete one solitary rider and the huntsman, on 
horses that had evidently done a hard day's work. It seems that 
Mr. Bean’s hounds had met at Hendon, whence, in a cireuitous 
route, the stag broke away for Finchley-common, skirting Culdfall’s- 
wood, past Highgate, and thenee over the fields to the metropolis, 
He entered Somers-town ¥y Brewer-street, through Skinner-street, 
Phillips’s-buildings, and Wilsted-atreet, finally crobsliig the New- 
road, with three hotinds close at hi8 haunches. He here made a 
bolt at the iton gate leading through Mabledon-place into Burton- 
crescent, but bein ere y two of the hounds, and terrified at 
the number of vehicles passing the New-road, he dashed through 
the open gate faciig Messrs, Prior’s stove-grate manufactory, 
whence, seeing thé shop-door ope he darted into the house, and 
was there areal secured, The untisial sight attracted some 
thousands of persons, and it required the assistance of a strong 
body of police to preserve Messrs, Prior's railings from destruction. 
Such was the curiosity excited on the occasion, that numbers of 
women and children paid a penny each for admission tu the yard, 
to see so strange a visitor, A correspondent writes thus :—'t As 
the animal passed along, the number of his persecutors rapidly

ADMIRALTY, Feb. 11.—(From Tuesday’s Gazette.\—With reference to 
her Majesty’s gracious intentions, as signified in the Gazette of the Ist and 
7th of June, 1847, that a medal should be struck to record the services of her 
fleets and armies during the wars, commencing in 1793 and ending in 1815, 
her Majesty has further been graciously pleased to grant the military medal 
to the surviving officers, non-commissioned officers, and soldiers of the army 
who served in the expedition to Egypt; and her Majesty having signified 
her pleasure to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty that measures be 
taken for granting the naval medal, or a clasp in lieu thereof, to the sur- 
viving officers and seamen of the Royal Navy who served in that expedition: 
All officers, petty officers, and seamen, and marines, who consider that they 
are entitled to receive this mark of their Sovereign’s gracious recollection of 
their services, and of her desire to record the same, are to send, in writing, 
the statement of their claim to the above-named medal or clasp, addressed to 
the Secretary of the Admiralty, Whitehall, London, specifying the names of 
the persons or the titles of the documents by which it can be established. 
Such officer, seaman, or marine as shall have already received the naval 
medal for other services, shall receive, instead of a new additional medal, a

ay port or double wages ta certain seamen, who had navigated the vessel 
ack from that place ta England, It PRpeared that the captain and some of 
the crew had degerted the vessel at Jalao, and that the mate, who suc 
ceeded the captain in the command of the vessel, had signed an agreement, 
to which the English vice-consul Was @ subscribing witnesa, to the effect 
that the seamen who remained to navigate the vessel should have the in- 
creased wages for navigating her back. “But the owners disputed the claim. 
Alderman Gibbs, upon entering the Justice-room, said: I have given the act 
of Parliament and the papers connected with this case the fullest considera 
tion, and taking into consideration the fact that, after the desertion of the 
vessel by the first captain and part of the crew, the new captain and sundry 
seammen, of whom those who are here form a portion, appeared before the 
vice-consul, who recorded that, b mutual agreement between the second 
captain and the crew, the wages of the crew should be twenty dollars per 
month, it is my decision that the complainants are entitled to such increased 
wages Upon a pew hiring, and T accordingly award the same to them with 
Roath cathe alderman’s adjudication wag evidently dissatisfactory in an 
extreme degree to the shipowners and commanders present, but was 
extremely acceptable to the teamen, Alderman Gibbs immediately granted
